A few daysago, several questions were 
proposed to me, respecting the Moon, &c, 
one of which was, “how large I thought 
the Moon, and what’ was her superficial 
measurement?” My answer was, ,that 
she exposed an external surface to the 
atmosphere of about thtee elevenths of 
the size of our earth; and that the iight 
our earth reflected upon her, was thirteen 
times as much as the light she reflected 
upon us.—But as the question required 
some calculations, I now give them. to 

’ you, with the liberty of making such use 
of them as you may think proper. 


The external surface of the Moon, is 
about 1,463,315 square.miles; her cir- 
cumference, 6,800. miles; her diameter, 
2,170 miles; ber solid contents, about 
$42,397,260 cubic miles; her mean dis- 
tance from us, about 240,060 miles; and 
ber hourly motion round pur earth, about 
2,294 miles in a minute. *s she turns 
round her own azis.in the same time that 
our earth turns. upon her’s, she always 
exposes the same side to us.
